The Tobacco Leaf Gives 


Reason for Retail Price 


Staying Up 


In The Tobacco Leaf of February 


3, is an article telling why retail 
prices are' not affected by the de- 
cline in southern leaf tobacco and 
giving other facta which it feels 
that the public and press ahotLld 
know. After going into details the 
article summarizes the facts as fol- 
lows: 
' , 
\ 


That no increases in the retail 


prices of any tobacco products were 
made until three years after prices 
began advancing on other commo- 
dities. 


That prices -of tobacco products 


have not increased over 87 per cent 
maximum and on some types of to- 
bacco products not over 13 per cent 
as compared-with an average of 300 
per cent on nearly all other com- 
modities or with -increases as high 
as 588 per cent on leaf tobacco; and 
that in no case were thfcse advances 
on tobacco 
products sufficient 
to 


cover the increases in producing 
costs. 


The prices on cigars, cigarets and 


tobacco do not decline along with 
most other .products for the same 
basic reason that .they did not in- 
crease along with most other pro- 
ducts, namely, because the raw ma- 
terial 
—leaf 
tobacco— 
is never

manufacturing purposes until from 
one to three years after it passes

A week's series of lectures on his 


discoveries of the new uses of sele 
nium and 
tellurium was recently 


given at thq university of Nebraska 
by Prof. Victor Lenher, of the de< 
partment of chemistry, under th< 
auspices of the university of Nebras. 
ka and of the Nebraska section o: 
the American Chemical society. 


Dr. Lentor, who is chairman o: 


the committ 
of the National Re- 


search council on the uses of sele- 
nium, and tellurium, is the discov- 
erer of the great solvent properties 
of selenium .exychloride, a discovery 
which has brought him a thousanc 
inquiries since his first announce- 
ment at the £t. Louis meeting oi 
the American Chemical society last 
April. 


Selenium oxychloride is the most 


powerful solvent now known to sci- 
ence. It dissolves rubber, glue, en- 
amels, hydro-carbons,. and such pro- 
ducts as remanel, bakelite, and con- 
densite, which are used as substi- 
tutes for amber in making tobacco 
pipes and- other industrial purposes 
and were formerly considered in- 
soluble in all known solvents. Ex- 
perimentation on the solvent has 
just begun, according to Dr. .Len- 
her and the 24 graduate students 
who are working with him on this 
compound.

FOR DISHONESTY 


Faculty Discipline Committee 


Acts on Cases of 12 


Students 


In the period from March 11 to 


April 4, the Committee on Disci- 
pline took the following action: 


A senior in the Course in Chem- 


istry, found guilty of dishonesty in 
Chemistry 251, is suspended indefi- 
nitely from the university. The com- 
mittee had evidence before it that 
he had been dishonest in four other 
courses in the university; that he 
had been 
dishonest in his high 


school work; that he had been sus- 
pended for dishonesty by another 
college, and on repeating the of- 
'ense after readmission, had been 
expelled; and that he had entered 
the university on a falsified record, 
nvolving the forgery of the jnaroes 
of two officials of another college. 
"t was therefore recommended to 
;he executive committee of th- CoJ- 
ege of Letters and Science that his 
admission to the university and all 
credits earned here be cancelled.

DEEP RIVER - NEGRO SPIRIT 


UAL 


The -Biblical saying, "The stone 


which the builders rejected is be 
come the head of the corner", seems 
to becproving true of negro and In- 
dian music. More and more our com- 
posers are turning to these native 
songs and dances with their highly 
original melodies and rythmg, in, 
order to give to their compositions 
a characteristic American or nation, 
al atmosphere. Negro music is pe- 
culiarly rich in religious -themes anc 
Deep River is a superb example. 


These negro melodies, intricate in 


rhythm, and forceful in th'eir har- 
mony, probably came to these peo- 
ple as a part of their African herit- 
age, although they were influenced 
by church music in this 
country. 


Here in America the slaves develop- 
ed the African themes by the addi- 
tion of "harmonies and the quaint 
texts expressive of religious fervor 
and life in its various forms on the 
plantation. The songs thus became 
the expression of their hopes and 
desires in whatever phase of life 
they happened to be. To this extent 
they are distinctly American. Al- 
most all of the new songs preserv- 
ed are of a religious nature and are 
called 
"Spirituals". 
Both 
Deep 


River and Swing Low, Sweet Char- 
iot, 
which was in the contest last 


year, are typical examples — the 
one stately and sustained, the other 
vigorous and almost conversational. 
They breathe a hope and a faith in 
tho ultimate justice and brother- 
hcod of man. This is the significance 
of the phrase "camp-ground over 
Jordan"; death is to bring the slave 
freedom and happiness "over there". 


Keenly sensitive by reason of his 


racial heritage to the' inner mean- 
ings of these songs, it has been giv- 
en to Harry T. Burleigh to arrange 
and present them to the American 
public. Of these probably the most 
appealing is his arrangement of 
Deep River. 
There we find ex- 


pressed 
effectively and striking, 


that age-long desire dominating 
people who see in their religion a 
lone a deliverance from the thing 
life here has seemed to deny then 
Burleigh, born of negro parer.tag 
has won an enviable pjace amon 
the musicians of America by din 
•>f sheet ability and indefatigab 
effort in overcoming- the obstacle 
that beset him. His 
compositior 


are widely known 
and he stanc 


preeminently as the great interpre 
tcr of the folk music of the Amen 
can negro. One critic has said 
commenting upon his work, "Thi 
man is a composer by divine righ 
and, 
what is more, he is a thinker 


a man who writes music because h 
feels profoundly in the language o 
tone. He is contributing to Ameri 
can art song examples of creativ 
music that deserve world- wide at 
tention and respect."

THE ROSARY, by NEVTN (1862— 


1901) 


If it is true that there is no crrtii 


so severe as time, Kevin's Rosary 
must be classed as a worthy song 
It has outlived thousands of songs 
has now passed its quarter century 
mark, and is still widely popular. I 
is a good example of America's 
simpler and better love songs. 


_Ethelbert Nevin,_ known best by 


bis melodious Narcissus, was repre- 
sented in last- year's contest by his 
tuneful 
duet 
"Oh That We Two 


Were Maying". All of his composite 
ions display smooth and graceful 
themes and while they never reach 
great heights, it must be remem- 
bered that the composer has electee 
to resrict himself to small forms 
The intimate attitude of Nevin to- 
ward his work 
is shown by the 


story of how he composed The Ros- 
ary. He was away from home, in 
New York, where he received a'let- 
ter from a f-iend enclosing a copy 
of the poem. After having read the 
first 
line 
his 
imagination 
was 


aroused and the very next day he 
sent the manuscript to his wife in 
Pittsburgh with the note 'Just 
Mttle souvenir to let you know how 
I thank le, bon Dieu for giving me 
you'. 


In spite of its name the song is 


not religious in character. It mere- 
ly borrows from the church that 
idea of a rosary or string of beads 
used in many religions as a remind- 
er of prayers to be said. The pleasant 
hours are represented by the beads; 
the sacrifice which must come in 
every .career is represented by tQe 
cross or crucifix 


The music is skillfully construct- 


ed so as to be easily remembered 
and learned and still to be different 
enough to hold the interest and ade, 
quately express the changing ideas 
in the poem. There are three verses, 
each having four phrases. In each 
verse tho first two phrases are the 
same, the one being an exact repe- 
tition of the other. The third phrase 
is also the same in «,aeh verso, al- 
though it is different from the first- 
two. The fourth phrase, however, is 
changed in each verse to suit the 
three varied ideas — the first verse 
expressing tender devotion ('my ro- 
sary! my rostary!), the second, bit- 
ter dismay ('And there a cross is 
hung'), and the thirfl resolute deter- 
mination to accept_thc sacrifice (To 
kiss the cross, sweetheart!). Ano- 
ther moans of increasing the in- 
terest is found-in the accompani- 
ment which,, after, :befng the same 
simple succession of, cords for the 
first two verses, present a pleasing 
and flowing countermelody in the 
third verse, as tho >a second voice 
were turning: the song into, a duet.

We find the present Isolation Hos- 
pital, which, while adequate for the 
purposes for which 
it was 
erected 


some twenty-two years since, to be ~t 
times unable to meet the requirements 
of tho city at'all times. The Isolation 
Hospital today consists principally of 
a two story 
frame, central portion, 


with a one and one-half story wing 
on cither side. 
The rooms are small 


and the passage ways 
small, narrow 
a;,d rather intricate, which could be- 
come a menace to life in case of fire. 
Without over taxing its capacity the 
building can accommodate twenty pa- 
tients, although at times it has tak- 
en care of thirty-seven at one time; 
this latter'condition is rare however. 


In the present building it is some- 


what difficult to maintain proper iso- 
lation between patoents of 
different 


contagious diseases. 
There are also 


many minor structural defects, There 
are no proper bath and shower facil- 
ities, there is no place for operations 
no separate place for suspects, in oth- 
er words, no receiving ward where 
patients- whoso 
ailments have 
not 


beon definitely diapnozed may remain 
until their disease has definitely de- 
veloped. The steam heating plant of 
the building is located in the base- 
ment. It is a well known fact that a 
steam heiting plant in the building 
that is not fire proof is more or less 
hazardous, especially in the building 
referred to, oij»ing to its oftentimes 
crowded condition, and the considera- 
ble amount of heat required in very 
cold weather, 'making it 
especially 
dangerous. 


After 
giving 
tho 
matter 
much 


thought and 
study, we 
recommend 


that a fire proof structure of approxi- 
mately flfty beds be, constructed as 
the first unit with the ground plan so 
arranged that additional units can be 
constructed, as future needs may re- 
quire, and the architects o* the city 
who so' desire, be invited to submit 
prelimjnary sketches of such building. 


In the .consideration of the loca- 


tion of the- proposed hospital we feel 
that tbe present site is entirely inade- 
quate for the construction of the new 
building, unless additional ground be 
purchased. The tract of land between 
the Tahara River and the spur track 
of the C. & N. W. R. R. fronting on 
East Washington Ave.. now owned by 
the city is adequate in area and is re- 
commended for your consideration.

Shifting the Load 


New Taxes of Four Billion Will be Levied on the American 


Consumers. 


POLLY AND HER PALS—Open Work Openly Displayed 


By CLIFF STERRETT 


JERRY ON THE J.OB—Absolutely Necessary Information 


xtEW taxes estimated at more than $4,000,000,000 will be laid 
IN upon the backs of American consumers by the Congress 
which meets on Monday, if the pLin for a general Sales tax is 
«dopted. Of this outlook Congressman James A. Frear, of Wis- 
consin, says: 
: 


"The proposed turnover sales tax that raised for the gov- 


ernment $1.000,000,000 annually will take from consumers more 
than $4,000,000,000. Official reports claim that 3,000,000 work- 
ers were without jobs in January, with their dependents, all of 
whom are consumers. With this situation let us inquire who 
will be relieved by the proposed tax shift, who are demanding a 
consumers' tax. and what will be the effect on the country, what 
price will be paid—economic and political?" 


In the course of a long address to Congress on Jan. 31, Mr. 


Frcar discovers lhat the propaganda in favor of a sales tax is 
Inspired entirely by bankers who demand that Congress abolish 
the excess profits tax which they now have to pay and substitute 
a sales tax which the poorer masses will have to pay. 
He Iden- 


tifies a group of New York bankers headed by Otto Kahn as the 
chief propagandists. 


Sen. Smoot has drafted rfhis new tax upon the masses and 


will push it with all his skill and influence in the senate. Strong 
opposition to the measure exists in the house, where every mem- 
ber comes up for re-election two years hence, while Smoot will 
not have to face the voters for six years to come. 


Much interest is felt among business men and others in a 


new scheme of taxation which is being pushed by the Commit- 
to* of Manufacturers and Merchants, whose plan is embodied in 
the Ralston-Nolan Bill, introduced at the last session. This 
measure contemplates a uniform tax of 1 per cent on all land 
holdings, after deducting for all improvements and granting an 
exemption of $10,000. 


Advocates of this bill point out that while the two main j ABIE THE AGENT—Abie CoiljS a New One

each—industry pays nearly $4,000.000,000 yearly in taxes, while 
land pays only $600,000,000. 


An active member of the Committee of Manufacturers and 


Merchants which is backing the Ralston-Nolan bill is Frederick 
F. Ingram, a wealthy drug manufacturer of Detroit; who is now 
In charge of the committee's Washington bureau. Mr. Ingram 
said of the measure: 


''A .1 per cent tax on property, after improvements are de- 


ducted, will not be a burden to producing property, but it will 
force absentee landlords and holders of idle property for specu- 
lative purposes either to develop their holdings or to sell them 
to someone who will. Aside from readjusting the present tax 
burdens to a more equitable basis, the Ralston-Nolan bill will 
tend to check farm tenentry and to break up monopolies in nat- 
ural resources. 


"I very much fear that the sales tax will prove injurious 


to industry just as increased transportation charges have harm- 
ed instead of helping the railroads. The sales tax is unscien- 
tific; it can be passed on to the public in a constantly mounting 
sum, and it is certain to act as a check on industry. 


"Taxation is the most serious problem that confronts Con- 


gress and it never will be settled until it is settled right. The 
Ralston-Nolan bill offers the sanest Federal program that has 
ever been proposed. Organized labor favors the bill, for Jack- 
ston H. Ralston, its author, is attorney for the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, and the progressive farmers are also advocating 
the measure as they come to understand that its exemptions 
eliminate at least 95 per cent of the actual tillers of the soil 
from its operations. 


"This law would tax idleness instead of industry, equalize 


existing tax burdens and strongly tend to break up monopolies. 
The Committee of Manufacturers and Merchants on Federal 
Taxation intend to incorporate this bill in the statute books of 
the nation if it is humanly possible, and we will not permit the 
passage of the burdensome and iniquitous sales tax if we can 
prevent it."
